The sale of cheese at

had stood in water until it had be­ 
come mushy was one of the instances 
reported to the state official. 
Goods 
that have been submerged would not 
be sold on the Indiana markets if 
the state inspectors can prevent it, 
Mr. 
Barnard 
said. 
Bottled 
and 
canned goods that have been under 
water and well washed cured meats, 
such as hams and bacon, might be 
sold if 
thoroughly 
inspected 
and 
found wholesome by the inspectors, 
the state inspector said. 
Potatoes, 
carrots, fruits protected 
by 
skins, 
such as apples and oranges and sim­ 
ilar products, might be offered for 
sale if they were 
first 
thoroughly 
washed in clean water, the inspector 
said.
